“  FIRE  MARSHAL  ACT  ” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Administrator  in  Council  has 
been  pleased  to  order  that  the  Regulations  Govern¬ 
ing  the  Manufacture,  Sale,  Storage,  Carriage,  and 
Disposal  of  Inflammable  Liquids  and  Oils,  made 
pursuant  to  the  “  Fire  Marshal  Act,”  being  chapter 
124  of  the  “Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1948,”  be  amended  as  follows: — 

Regulation  1.  —  By  inserting  after  the  word 
“  naphtha,”  in  the  last  line  of  the  definition  of  “  in¬ 
flammable  liquids,”  the  words  “  crude  petroleum.” 

By  striking  out  the  delinition  of  “  officer,”  and 
substituting  the  following: — 

“  ‘  Officer  ’  means  the  Fire  Marshal,  or  any  per¬ 
son  on  the  staff  of  the  Fire  Marshal’s  Office, 
or  any  Local  Assistant  to  the  Fire  Marshal 
constituted  or  appointed  under  section  6  of 
the  ‘  Fire  Marshal  Act,’  or  any  officer  ap¬ 
pointed  by  a  Municipal  Council  to  exercise 
the  powers  vested  in  an  officer  under  these 
regulations.” 

By  striking  out  the  definition  of  “  service-sta¬ 
tion,”  and  substituting  the  following: — 

“  ‘  Service-station  ’  means  any  place  where  in¬ 
flammable  liquids  are  dispensed  or  other¬ 
wise  handled  in  quantities  in  excess  of  one 
gallon.” 

Regulation  13. — By  striking  out  Regulation  13, 
and  substituting  the  following: — 

“  13.  Storage-tanks  shall  be  constructed  of  gal¬ 
vanized  steel,  open-hearth  steel,  or  wrought  iron, 
having  a  thickness  in  accordance  with  the  follow¬ 
ing: —

“  If  adequate  internal  bracing  is  provided,  tanks 
of  10,001  to  25,000  gallons  capacity  may  be  built 
of  14  -inch  plate.  In  addition  to  any  galvanizing, 
the  outside  of  each  tank  shall  be  given  a  heavy  coat 
of  durable  asphaltic  paint  or  suitable  rust-resisting 
material.  Every  storage-tank  which  is  placed  under¬ 
ground  shall  be  set  on  a  firm  foundation  and  be 
surrounded  by  a  layer  of  sand  or  dry  earth  at  least 
eighteen  inches  thick  and  well  tamped  into  place. 
Each  tank  shall  have  a  separate  fill-pipe.  No 
storage-tank  shall  be  installed  under  any  driveway 
or  other  place  where  the  surface  is  subject  to  heavy 
loads  unless  it  is  bridged  over  or  protected  to  the 
satisfaction  of  an  officer,  and  no  underground 
storage-tank  shall  be  covered  until  it  and  all  its 
pipe  connections  have  been  inspected  by  an  officer.” 

Regulation  16. — By  striking  out  Regulation  16, 
and  substituting  the  following: — 

16.  All  storage-tanks  shall  be  provided  with  a 
vent-pipe  extending  not  less  than  twelve  feet  above 
the  surface  of  the  ground  and  terminating  with  a 
horizontal  fitting  located  so  that  it  will  not  be  with¬ 
in  three  feet  of  any  opening  through  which  vapours 
may  enter  a  building.  The  capacity  of  such  vent-

the  tanks,  and  the  dyke  shall  be  either  of  masonry 
or  earth.  Masonry  dykes  shall  be  not  less  than 
thirty  inches  in  height,  and  earthen  dykes  not  less 
than  three  feet  in  height.  Storage-tanks  of  less 
than  the  foregoing  capacities  shall,  where  deemed 
necessary  by  an  officer,  on  account  of  proximity  to 
streams,  character  of  topography,  or  nearness  to 
buildings,  be  dyked  or  the  entire  storage  premises 
provided  with  a  curb,  retaining-wall,  or  other  suit¬ 
able  means  to  prevent  the  discharge  of  the  liquids 
on  to  other  properties  in  case  of  leakage  from  the 
tanks  or  piping.  Dykes  surrounding  tanks  contain¬ 
ing  crude  oil  shall  be  equal  to  the  capacity  of  the 
tank  or  tanks  surrounded,  and  these  dykes  shall 
have  suitable  copings  or  deflectors  projecting  in¬ 
ward,  constructed  so  as  to  minimize  the  effect  of 
boil-over.  All  dykes  shall  be  maintained  in  good 
condition,  and  earthen  dykes  shall  have  a  flat  sec¬ 
tion  at  the  top  of  not  less  than  three  feet  and  shall 
have  a  slope  consistent  with  the  angle  of  repose  of 
the  materials  of  which  they  are  constructed. 

“(6)  The  location  of  a  tank  for  the  storage  of 
any  inflammable  liquid  with  respect  to  any  such 
other  tank  shall  be  such  that  the  distance  between 
shall  be  not  less  than  three  feet.  For  tanks  above 
forty  thousand  gallons  individual  capacity  storing 
any  inflammable  liquid  except  crude  petroleum,  the 
distance  shall  be  not  less  than  one-half  the  diameter 
of  the  tank:  Provided,  however,  that  where  the 
tank  adjoining  is  smaller,  the  diameter  used  shall 
be  that  of  the  smaller  tank.  The  distance  between 
tanks  storing  crude  petroleum  shall  be  equal  to  the 
diameter  of  the  tank. 


“(c)  For  the  purpose  of  this  regulation,  inflam¬ 
mable  liquids  are  divided  into  three  classes,  as  fol¬ 
lows: — 


“  Class  I  shall  include  those  having  flash-points 
at  or  below  20°  F. 
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“  Class  II  shall  include  those  having  flash-points 
above  20°  F.  but  at  or  below  70°  F. 

“  Class  III  shall  include  those  having  flash-points 
above  70°  F. 

“  The  location  of  tanks  for  the  storage  of  inflam¬ 
mable  liquids  with  respect  to  distances  from  the 
nearest  line  of  adjoining  property  which  may  be 
built  upon  shall  be  such  that  the  distance  from  any 
part  of  the  tank  and  the  line  shall  be  not  less  than 
that  set  forth  in  the  following  table: —

“Group  B  Tanks:  Any  all-steel,  gas-light  tank 
constructed  in  compliance  with  these  or 
equivalent  standards  but  not  equipped  either 
with  ( 1 )  an  approved  permanently  attached 
extinguishing  system  or  (2)  an  approved 
floating  roof,  which  is  to  be  used  only  for 
the  storage  of  refined  petroleum  products  or 
other  inflammable  liquids  not  subject  to 
boil-over,  shall  be  so  located  that  the  dis¬ 
tance  from  the  line  of  adjoining  property 
which  may  be  built  upon  shall  be  not  less 
than  one  and  one-half  times  the  greatest 
dimension  of  diameter  or  height  of  the  tank, 
except  that  such  distance  need  not  exceed 
175  feet.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary.
